EL PASO, April 4.—The presence
of Pancho Villa with a small band of
his followers il the neighborhood of
Satevo was carrohorated here today
in dispatches received by  Bishop
Brown, of the Mormon colony. The
dispatches came from Juan Terranzas,
a wealthy rancher in

Terranzas states that he helieves

good road leads from Satevo. Noth-
ing was sald of Villa being wounded.

Pancho Villa has given his Amaori-
ean pursiers the slip and is now ap-
proximately 60 miles ahead of the
chase, according to latest reports,
Dispatches, which seem to be 48
hours behind all the movements in
Mexico, say that on Sunday he was
at Satevo, 50 miles south of Chihua-
hua City. He is believed to be hended
toward Parral to join his powerful
‘ally, Canuto Reyes,

Unofficial reports say that Villa
already has passed Parral and is
nearing the Durango state line,

The outlaw chieftain was able to

make this gain on his pursuers, it
is said, by putting out the story that
he was wounded and in hiding, caus-
ing Colonel Dodd to scatter his forces
among the hills of Guerrero for de-
tailed search, without making prog-

yos8 in  any particular direction.
Meanwhile Villa fled to the south-
ward.

Colonel Guiterrez, Carranza com-

mander in Chihuahua, dnsists that
Villa has been wounded and that the
Onrranza forces will come in contact
with him shortly, However, Améri-
cans off the bérder have their doubts.

Reports to San Antonio state that
ecasualties to the Villistas so far
have totaled 300, approximately 200
of whom have been taken prisoners.

The Amecrican troops have been in
constant skirmishes with small bands
of the Villistas for several days past.
It appears Villa himself manages to
escape these encounters,

The Wnar Department
confirmed the report of yesierday
that additional troops were s:at into
Mexico Sunday.
